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prohibit  women  entirely  from  learning,  Is  treating  tbein[ 
JL  with  the  fame  indignity  that  Mahomet  did,  who  denied 
them  fouls  ;  indeed,  the  greateft  part  of  women  a<fl  as  if  they  had 
really  adopted  a  tenet  fo  injurious  to  the  lex. 

When  we  confider  the  happy  talents  which  women  in  general 
polfefs,  and  how  fuccefsfully  fome  have  cultivated  them,  we  can 
not,  without  indignation,  obferve  the  little  edeem  they  have  for 
the  endowments  of  their  minds,  which  it  is  fb  caly  for  them  to 
improve.  They  are,  as  Montaigne  fays,  flowers  of  quick  growth 
and,  hy  the  delicacy  of  their  conception,  catch  readily,  and  with 
out  trouble,  the  relation  of  things  to  each  other. 

The  charms  of  their  perfons,  how  powerful  foever,  may  a'ttraA 
hut  cannot  fix  us  ;  foraething  more  than  beauty  is  necellary  to  ri¬ 
vet  the  lover^s  chain.  By  often  beholding  a  beautiful  face,  the 
imprefCon  it  firft  made  foon  wears  away.  When  the  woman 
whofe  perfon  we  admire,  is  incapable  of  pleafing  us  by  her  conver 
fation,  languor  and  fatiety  foon  triumph  over  the  relifh  -  we  Vi  ad 
for  her  charms  ;  hence  arifes  the  inconfVancy  with  vyhich  men  are 
fo  often  reproached  ;  that  barrennefs  of  ideas  which  we  find  ia 
women,  renders  men  unfaithful. 

The  ladies  may  judge  of  the  difference  there  is  among  them, 
by  that  which  they  themfelves  make  between  a  fool  who  teafes 
ihcm  with  his  impertinence,  and  a  man  of  letters  who  entertains 
them  agreeably  ;  a  very  little  labour  would  equal  them  to  the 
lad,  and  perhaps  give  them  the  advantage.  Thb  is  a  kind  of  vi 
1  lory  which  wc  wifh  to  yield  them.

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The  more  they  enlarge  their  notions,  the  more  fubjeefts  of  con- 
verfatipn  will  be  found  between  them  and  us,  and  the.  more 
fjprightly  and  afl>(5ting  will  that  coiiverfation  be.  How  many  de* * * § 
licate  fentimenis,  how  many  nice  fenfibiJiiies  are  loft  by  not  being 
communicable,  and  what  an  increafe’of  fatisfa^lion  ftiould  vve  feel, 
could  we  meet  with  women  dUpofed  to  t^fte  them? 

But  what  arc  the  (Indies  to  which  women  may,  with  propriety, 
apply  thcmfelvcs  ?  This  queftion  I  wiB  take  upon  myfelf  to  an- 
fwer.  1  would  particularly  recommend  to  them,  to  avoid  all  ab. 
(tract  learning,  all  difficult  rcfearches,  which  may  blunt  the  finer 
edge  of  their  wir,  and  change  the  delicacy  in  which  they  excel 
into  pedantic  coarfenels. 

It  tbeir'fcx  has  produced  Daciers  and  Ghateletsf,  thefe  arc 
examples  rarely  found,  and  filter  to  be  admired  than  imitated  : 
for  who  would  wi(h  to  fee  affemblies  made  up  of  doClors  in  pci- 
vkoats,  who  regaled  us  with  Greek  and  the  fyftenis  of  Leibniiz? 
Idle  learning  proper  for  women,  is  Inch  as  beft  fuits  the  elegance 
of  their  form,  fuch  as  may  add  to  their  natural  beauties,  and  qua¬ 
lify. them  for  the  feveral  duties  of  life.  There  is  nothing  more 
dil’guftfiil,  than  thofe  female  theologicians,  who,  adopting  all  the 
animofity  of  the  party  they  have  thought  fit  to  join,  aflemblc'ri- 
diculous  fynods  in  their  houfes,  and  form  extravagant  fects.  A 
BourignonJ,  a  virgin  of  Venice},  a  madam  Giiyon||,  are  charac- 
tcT&  more  deteftable  than  libertines,  like  Ninon,  &c.  * 

It  is  in  Ihch  parts  of  learning  only  as  afford  the  higheft  improve¬ 
ment,  that  we  invite  women  to  (hare  with  us.  .  All  tbat’inay  a- 
wakeii  curiofity,  and  lend  graces  to  the  imagination,,  fuits  them 
ft  ill  belter  ih.in-  us.  This  is  a  vaft  field  where  we  may  together 
cxercil'e  the  mind  ;  and  here  they,  may  even  excel  us,  without 
mortifying  our  pride.  ,  . 

.  Uldory  and  natural  philofopliy  are  alone  fufficient  to  funrifh 
woiiKMi  wit  it  an  agreeable  kind  of  ft  iidy.  The  latter,  in  a  (erics 
qf  ultTal  obferv;.tijns,  and  interclling  experiments,  offers  a  fpec- 
tacle  well  worthy  the  confideration  of  a  reafiinable  being.  Butin 
vain  does,  nature  prefent  her  miracles  to  the  generality  of  womcni- 
who  have  no  attention  but  to  tiiOes.  ^ 

•  Yet  fnrely  it  requires  but  a  fmall  degree  of  attention,  to  be 
llruck  with  that  wonderful  harmony  which  reigns  throughout  the

univerfe,  and  to  become  ambitious  of  inveftigatiiig  its  fecret  fprings. 
This  is  a  large  volume  open  to  all ;  here  a  pair  of  beautiful  eyes 
in.iv  employ  themfelves  vvithout  being  fatigued.  This  amiable 
It'idy  will  banifli  languor  from  the  (bber  amufements  of  the  coun* 
trv,  and  repair  that  wafte  of  intellecfl  which  is  caufed  by  the  dil- 
lipatioiis  of  the  town.  Women  cannot  be  too  much  excited  to 
raife  their  eyes  to  objecls  like  thele,  which  they  but  too  often 
rad  down  to  fuch  as  arc  unworthy  of  them. 

The  fex  is  more  capable  tif  attention  than  we  imagine  :  wBa^ 
they  chiefly  want,  is  a  well  diretided  application.  There  is  fcarce* 
ly  a  young  girl,  who  has  not  read  with  cagernefs  a  great  number 
of  idle  romances,  fuflitieut  to  corrupt  her  imagination,  and  cloud 
her  underllauding.  If  file  had  devoted  the  fame  time  to  the  ftu- 
dy  of  hiflory,  in  iliofe  varied  feenCsS,  (he  would  have  found  fat^s 
more  interelling,  and  inflrudtion  which  only  truth  can  give. 

Thofe  llriking  pictures  that  are  difplayed  in  the  annals  of  the 
human  race,  are  highly  proper  to  dirc(5t  the  judgment,  and  form 
the  heart.  Women  have,  at  all  times,  had  fb  great  a  fhare  in  e- 
vents,  that  they  may,  with  reafon,  confider  our  archives  as  their 
own  :  nay,  there  are  many  of  them  who  have  written  memoirs  of 
the  feveral  events  of  which  they  had  been  cyc-witnefles,  Chri* 
ftina  of  Pifan,  daughter  to  the  aflronomer,  patronized  by  the  em^ 
peror  Charles  V.  has  given  us  the  life  of  that  prince  ;  and  long 
before  her,  the  princefs  Anna  Comnenus  wrote  the  hiftot-y  of  her 
oNvn  limes.  We  call  upon  the  ladies  to  affert  their  rights^  and, 
from  the  ftudy  of  hiflory,  to  extract  ufeful  leficms  for  the  conduct 
of  life. 

I'his  ftudy,  alike  pleafing  and  inftrdcfive,  will  naturally  lead  to 
that  of  the  fine  arts.  The  arts  are,  in  ihcinfel^s,  too  amiable, 
to  need  any  recommendation  to  the  fex  :  all,  the  objeifts  they  of^ 
fer  to  their  view,  have  fbme  analogy  with  women,  and  are,  like 
them,  adorned  with  the  brighieft  colours.  The  mind  is  agreeably 
Toothed  by  thofe  images,  which  poetry,  painting,  and  mufic  trace 
out,  efpecially  if  they  arc  found  to  agree  with  purity  of  mautiers. 

To  familiarize  ourfelvcs  with  the  arts,  is,  in  fomc  degree,  to 
create  a  new  fenfe.  So  agreeably  have  they  imitated  nature  ; 
nay,  fo  often  have  they  cmbclliftied  it,  that  whoever  cultivates 
them,  will  in  them  always  find  a  fruitful  (<)urce  of  new  pleafbres. 
We  ought  to  provide  againft  the  encroachments  of  languor  and 
wcarinefs,  by  this  addition  to  our  natural  riches  ;  and  furely,  when 
we  may  fo  eafily  transfer  to  ourfelvcs  the  pofleffion  of  that  multi* 
tude  of  pleafing  ideas  which  they  have  created,  it  would  be  the 
higheft  ftupidity  to  neglecft  fuch  an  advantage. 

There  is  no  reafon  to  fear,  that  the  ladies,  by  applying  them* 
felves  to  thefe  ftudies,  will  throw  a  (hade  over  the  natural  graces 
of  their  wit.  On  the  contrary,  thofe  graces  will  be  placed  in  a 
more  confpicooos  point  of  view  :  what  can  c^ual  the  pleailire  we 
receive  from  the  converfation  of  a  woman,  who  is  more  IbUcitous 


to  adorn  her  mind  than  her  perfon  >  in  the  company  of  fuch  wo¬ 
men  there  can  be  no  fatiety  ;  every  thing  becomes  interefting, 
and  has  a  fecret  charm  which  only  they  can  give.  The  happy 
art  of  faying  the  mod  ingenious  things  with  a  graceful  fimplicity, 
is  peculiar  to  them  :  they  call  forth  the  powers  of  wit  in  men, 
and  communicate  to  them  that  eafy  elegance,  which  is  never  to 
be  act|aircd  in  the  clofet. 

Bui  Nvhal  prelervative  is  there  agaiidl  difguft,  in  the  fociety  of 
W  omen  of  unim])roved  iniderllandings  ?  in  vain  do  they  endeavour 
to  lili  the  void  of  their  converfation  with  iiffipid  gaiety  ;  they  foon 
exhau  'l  the  barren  fund  of  falhionable  trifles,  the  news  of  the  day, 
and  hacknied  compliments  ;  they  are  at  length  obliged  to  have 
If  courfe  to  fcandal,  and  it  is  well  if  they  flop  there  :  a  com  mete  e, 
In  which  ♦here  is  nothing  folid,  mud  be  cither  mean  or  criminal. 

'Fherc  is  I  nt  one  way  to  make  it  more  varied,  and  more  inlc- 
l-cding.  If  ladie  s  of  laiik  would  condefeend  to  form  their  tadr, 
and  collect  idea';  from  oni  bell  authors,  converfation  would  take 
another  cad  :  their  acknovvledged  merit  would  banifh  that  fwann 
of  nrify  impcrtinenih,  who  finitcr  about  them,  and  endeavour  to 
render  thr  u  as  contemptible  as  thenifelves  ;  men  of  fenfe  and 
learning  would  frf  t]Tu.  at  iheir  alTeinblies,  and  form  a  circle  more 
Worthy  oi  the  name  of  company. 

In  this  new  circle,  g  nelv  would  not  he  baniflied,  but  refined  by 
delicacy  and  wit.  INlerii  is  not  auflere  ;  a  calm  and  uniform 
chcarfulnefs  runs  through  the  Converfation  of  perfon s  of  real  un« 
derdanding,  which  is  far  preferable  to  the  unify  mirth  of  ignoiancc 
and  folly.  7'he  focieiies  formed  by  the  Sevignes,  the  Fayetts, 
the  Sablicres,  with  the  Vivoimes,  the  La  Fares,  and  Rochefou- 
canlts,  were  furely  more  jdeafing  than  the  adcniblies  af  our  days. 
Among  them  learning  was  not  pedantic,  nor  wufdom  feverc  ;  and 
fubjecls  of  the  highed  importance  were  treated  with  all  the 
fprighllinefs  of  wit. 

The  ladies  miiil  allow  me  once  more  to  repeat  to  thent,  that 
the  only  means  of  che  rming,  and  of  charming  long,  is  to  improve 
their  minds  ;  good  fenfe  gives  beauties  which  are  not  fubjeA  to 
fade,  like  the  lillies  and  rofes  of  their  cheeks,  but  will  prolong 
the  power  of  an  agreeable  woman  to  the  autumn  of  her  lift.

j)arty,  went  to  all  the  places  of  public  refbrt — the  faint  image  of 
l)leafure  followed  me  every  where — not  my  fenfes,  but  my  heart 
needed  to  be  diverted,  and  this  none  but  Augujius  could  a^etfl*,.

me.  I  forgot  Augitjhis,  you,  my  honour,  all  the  world.  Had  I 

once  faid  “  I  love  you.  Sir  C - you  would  have  had  reafon 

to  complain — then  could  I  have  anfwcred  you,  ‘‘  why  have  you 
ceafed  to  plcafe?’’  Can  I  at  will  conform  my  fentiments  to  my 
duty?  I  might  feign — 1  will  not.*^

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The  Marquis  of  Rockingham’s  Management  tf  GrafsAanTts^  Tur^ 
iT:^Jjoetng,  &c.  From  a  fix  Months  Tour  through  the  North  of 
Lngland. 

HIS  Lordfliip’s  management  in  laying  down  and  keeping  his 
grafs-lands  is  worthy  of  univerlal  imkation^  as  a  fpirit  of  ciil^ 
Hire  hath  brought  forth  a  fertility  and  richnefs  of  paflure  beyond 
nny  thing  I  remember  to  have  feen.  The  method  of  laying  down 
is  this :  Oats  are  fbwn  (under-feeded)  upon  land  that  has  bcenex^ 
(cedingly  well  fallowed  for  a  year  and  half,  hy  many  ploughinga^ 
harrowings,  &:c.  By  which  operations  the  lurface  is  laid  mod 
completely  level,  fo  that  not  the  lead  trace  of  a  furrow  is  to  be 
dillinguinied;  with  the  corn,  12  lb.  of  white  Dutch  clover,  and 
eight  bulhels  of  finely-dreflcd  hay-feeds  are  fown.  At  barved  the 
oats  are  reaped,  and  6  lb.  more  of  clover-feed  fown  over  the 
Hubble,  which  is  then  mown,  and  raked  off,  and  confequently  the 
feed  pretty  well  buried  in  the  ground ;  a  very  rich  compod  is  im¬ 
mediately  fpread  on  the  field,  and  well  harrowed  in,  by  which 
means  the  feed  is  compleatly  covered  :  in  this  manner  it  is  left  the 
firil  winter.  The  crop  is  next  year  left  until  the  feeds  arc  ripe 
enough  to  fliake  in  the  mowing  and  making,  by  which  means  the 
laud  gains  a  frelh  fprinkling,  and  the  whole  furface  infured  a  to¬ 
tal  and  thick  covering.

^eral  large  fields  I  viewed,  the  after-grafs  was  eight  and  nine 

inches

them — your  indifference  is  your  happinefs,  it  would  be  my  tor¬ 
ment.

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a  noble  Kina,  wnen  you  are  roiu  mat  me  rents  betorc  this  man¬ 
agement  were  no  more  than  eight  and  nine  Hiillings,  and  let  at 
their  value.  Adjoining  feveral  of  thefe  new  lays,  fome  of  the  old 
paftures  are  to  be  feen  yet  in  tenants  hands;  they  are  poifoned 
with  fuperfluous  water,  and  over-run  with  every  fpecies  of  trum¬ 
pery  and  weeds;  the  grafsof  a  poor  fort,  and  the  quantity  trihing. 
In  lays  of  three  or  four  years  old,  the  after-grafs,  had  it  been 
mown,  would  have  yielded  at  lead  two  tons  of  hay  an  acre. 

It  is  obfervable  upon  this  plan,  that  no  part  of  it  is  beyond  the 
reach  of  a  common  farmer;  a  principal  view  of  his  Lordlliip  in  all 
his  hufliandry.  Here  are  no  two  years  fallow,  nor  any  lofs  by  lay. 
ing  without  a  crop  of  corn ;  the  feeds  indeed  are  in  large  quantities, 
and  amount  in  total  price  to  near  fifty  Hnllings  an  acre  ;  but  then 
it  is  to  be  confidered,  that  the  ihicknefs  of  fowing  gives  it  a  moft 
excellent  crop  the  very  firfl  year,  which,  in  the  common  manage* 
merit,  is  generally  the  very  contrary  ;  and  it  is  incohte(lible|  that 
his  Lordlhip^s  method  pays  its  own  cxpence  in  the  very  firft  crop. 
Suppofe  the  farmer’s  feeds  cod  him  20  s,  the  excefs  on  the  fide 
of  the  better  manner  is  then,  we  will  fay,  25  s.  a  fuih  in  the  value 
of  hay  that  does  amount  to  little  more  than  a  fifth*  of  thc’firft 
year’s  product. 

But  Lord  Rockingham,  in  fcarce  any  thing,  has  adled  wth 
greater  fpirit,  than  the  improvement  of  the  turnip  culture  by  hoe¬ 
ing:  for  the  difgud  he  felt  at  feeing  the  common  ffovenly  manage* 
ment  of  the  farmers,  in  refpet^l:  to  this  crop,  made  him  determine 
to  introduce  the  excellent  practice  of  hoeing,  common  in  many  of 
the  foiuhern  parts  of  the  kingdom.  M^ith  this  view  he  attempt¬ 
ed  to  perfiiade  his  tenants  to  come  into  the  method,  deferibed  to 
them  the  operation,  pointed  out  its  advantages ;  clearly  explain^ 
to  them  the  great  confcquence  ofinercafing  the  fize  of  the  rootsui 
the  luxuriance  of  its  pKwvth,  and  the  equality  of'  the  crops;  re* 
minded  them  of  the  j>oor  ctoj>s  of  fpring-corn  gained  after  iumip*» 
for  want  of  a  better  culture,  from  the  difference  of  following  * 
crop  of  weeds,  which  will  not  feed  cattle,  and  confequcnlly  n®* 
improve  the  land  ;  and  *  fucceeding  a  large  produce  of  valuaW* 
roots,  which,  by  their  thick  fhade,  and  the  quantity  of  cattle  they 
maintained,  enriched  the  land,  at  the  fame  time  that  all 
aie  deftroyed  by  the  hoeing;. 


fown,  bill  were  never  lioed.  His  I^rdfhip  then  finding  that  difi. 
c(iui  fc  and  realoning  could  not  prevail  over  the  obiltoacy  of  their 
ujulcrllaiullngs,  determined  lo  convince  their  eyes.  He  fent  into 
llci  tfordihire  for  a  hu(l)andman  ufed  to  heeing  of  turnips,  and 
ir  ive  directions  for  his  management  of  a  large  crop.  This  he  con- 
liiiufd  lev’eral  years;  and  by  this  means,  by  degrees,  he  intro- 
(1  iced  the  practice,  which  is  now  (though  not  univerfal)  the  com¬ 
mon  praL^ice  of  all  the  good  common  farmers.  Much  does  this 
iioiglil)f)urhood  owe  to  fo  patriotic  a  deligii, '  which  was  trucly 
planned  with  judgment,  and  executed  with  fpirit.  Much  more 
jiemiinc  finie  ought  to  attend  fuch  an  aeftion,  than  the  gaining  a 
l(oie  ofbaitles:  The  fenfclcfs  rabble  may  praife  the  military' hero; 
it  btlnigs  to  the  few  to  venerate  the  (pirited  cultivator. 

Toe  Origin  o  f  the  Trnn/lation  of  Bijhops* 

SOCUA.TES,  an  ecclefiaflical  hiftorian  of  the  fifth  centuiy,  in¬ 
forms  us,  in  his  hiHory,  W.  vii.  cap.  36^  that  one  Perigenes 
Was  the  iirfl  prelate  that  ever  fvvaped  his  dioceie  for  another.  He 
was  ordained  bifhop  of  Patrse,  and  afterwards  conhituted  bilhop 
in  the  metropolitan  fee  of  Corinth.  As  to  the  year  of  hU  tran(^ 
Intion,  the  hiilqrlan  is  filenC  ;  but  Valefius,  in  bb  note  upon  the 
J> hinge,  remarks,  that  he  was  prefeui  in  the  Ephefiaa  fyn^,  cop* 
venrd  againft  Neftorius,  Anno  431  or  434.  From  whence  it  foh 
lows,  that  no  fuch  thing  as  the  traniiatiou  of  a  bifhop  was  ever 
heard  of,  till  long  after  the  firft  three  centuries,  which  are  ao 
hnowledged,  even  by  divines,  to  be  the  only  pure  ages  of  CbriAU* 
nity. 

Socrates  ufliers  in  his  catalogue  of  tranilated  bifbops  with  the 
h.llowiiig  narration.  •  * 

“  After  the  depofiiion  of  NeAorius  from  the  Epffcopal  chair  of 
^  Conilaniinoplc,  there  was  a  debate  about  the  elet^Hon  of  a  bi« 

‘  Ihup  in  his  room  ;  and  many  were  fur  ebufing  Philippus,  but 
*  more  nominated  Proclus  ;  and  they  who*  voted  ftwr  Proclus, 

*  would  have  carried  the  eltM^ion,  had  notfome  pcrfbrisof  diAinc- 
‘  lion  hindered  it.  Thefe  perfbns  averted  it  lobe  exprefsly  pro- 
*  iiibited  by  an  ecclefiaAical  canon,  that  be  who  had  been  elctAed 
‘  hifhop  of  any  city,  fhould  be  tranflaicd  to  another  fee.  This 
^  being  alfertcd  and  believed,  the  people  were  obliged  to  aerjutefee; 
*  lor  Proclus  had  been  before  nomiiiaied  to  the  bifliopric  of  CyiXm 
*  cum  ;  and,  after  an  interval  of  four  months  from  the  depofiiion 
*  of  Neftorius,  Maximian  was  ele<51ed.'^  ^  •  • 

Valefjus  obferves,  that  the  canon  here  fpoken  of,  is  tho  a  I  ft  of 
the  fynod  held  at  Antioch,  Anno  34 which  runs  thus*;  A  bi- 
‘  Ihop  ought  not,  in  any-wife,  to  remove  from  one  fee  to  another ; 
‘  either  intruding  himfclf  into  it,  wholly  of  bis  own  accord^  or 
‘  forcibly  compelled  by  the  people,  or  conftrained  by  the  biOiops  ; 
*  but  let  him  contloue  in  that  church  which  .God  firft  alot^q  to 
VoL.  vr.  Z»  'himi 


The  primitive  determination,  here  referred  to,  may  be  fonni 
hi  the  14th  apodolic  canon,  which  ordains  as  follows  ;  Let  no 

*  a  bifliop  be  allowed  to  leave  his  own  parifh  (or  diocefe),  and  in 

*  vade  another,  even  though  he  be  violently  importuned  by  many 

*  without  (bme  jud  caufe  urging  him  thereto,  upon  the  accoun 
^  of  his  ability  to  do  more  fervice  there  by  his  godly  doctrine 

*  and  let  this  be  done,  not  of  his  own  head,  but  by  the  judgmem 

*  of  many  bidiops,  and  upon  their  earned  folicitation 

*  .  1  could  widi  it  had  been  exprelfcd  in  more  abfolute  terms;  fincf 
the  loofe  w^ording  of  it  leaves  room  for  Jefnitical  evafions.  Tc 
prevent  this,  I  fuppofe,  was  the  defign  of  the  15th  canon  of  the 
council  of  Nice,  held  Amio  365,  which  I  look  upon  as  an  explana* 
lion  of  the  former.  “  For  aboiifliing  the  cudoni,  which  prevails 

*  in  fome  places,  contrary  to  canon,  it  is  decreed,  that  neither  bi. 

*  dmp,  pried  nor  deacon,  fliall  lemove  from  city  to  city  ;  and  that 

*  if  any  one  attempt  it,  all  the  proceedings;  in  this  cafe,  diall  be 
‘  null;  and  the  party  redored  to  the  church  in  which  he  was  or- 

*  dained.^' 

In  compliance  with  this  explicit,  antiquibbling  canon,  when 
Kudatbius,  bidiop  of  Antioch,  was  depifed,  not  only  for  getting 
a  hadard,  but  (which  is  ten  times  worfe)  for  hcrefy  and  Sabellia- 
iiifin  ;  and  the  fynod  pitched  upon  Fufebius,  bifhop  of  Caefarea, 
to  fuccecd  him  ;  that  felf-denying  prelate,  confeious  of  the  rules 
and  conditulions  of  the  primitive  church,  obdinately  declined  the 
rlec^tion.  The  emperor,  when  certified  of  it  by  letter,-  highly 
applauded  his  piety,  in  the  refufal  of  fuch  advantageous,  but  un- 
canonical  preferment.  Tbefe  extracts  fliew^  the  fenfe  of  antiqui¬ 
ty  concerning  tranflaiions.  All  their  arguments  are  foundedaou 
this  religious  tenet ;  that  a  Chrijiian  paftor^  ivho  hath  undertaken 
the  charge  o  f  one  particular  jiocky  ought  not  to  defert  it  for  any  iu* 
crative  con  fide  rations  iwhatfoever.  It  is  to  be  widicd,  that  our  di¬ 
vines  now'-a-days  would  lay  ibis  to  heart;  our  news-papers  would 
not  be  duffed  fo  much  with  traullations  from  one  fee  to  another; 
collations  to  this,  and  difpenfations  to  bold  that,  wdih  the  rectory 
of  fuch  a  place,  worth  fome  hundreds  a-year,  joined  to  the  retftory 
of  another,  worth  perhaps  again  double  that ;  while  many  a  bet-, 
ter  man,  with  a  numerous  family,  is  half  darved  with  only  a  poor 
curacy  of  thirty  pounds  a-year. — Even  fo  late  as  the  reign  of  Hen¬ 
ry  Vlll.  Filber,  bifliop  of  Rochefler,  atflually  refuled  to  be  tranf^ 
lated  to  another  diocefe,  upon  the  account  beforc-meniiofied 
But,  in  fome  later  reigns,  particularly  that  of  ChailcsII.  thn 
practice  of  tranflating  hath  been  turned  to  a  bad  u(e,  with  regard 
VO  civil  governincf.t  ;  for,  as  our  right  reverend  fathers  in  God, 
are  aduvved  a  feat  and  vote  in  the  houfe  of  lords,  where  they  art 
^'cry  confiderable  by  their  numbers,  fome  of  ouTt  modem  politJ-

TO  minds  capable  of  taflingi  and  enjoying  the  pleafurcs  of  (b* 
litiide  and  contemplation,  the  perpetual  din  of  life,  and  the 
hurry  of  the  world,  afford  no  real  fatisfacflion.  But  the  generality 
of  mankind  are  generally  engaged  in  fuch  a  round  of  trifling,  and 
ainufe  themfelves  w'ith  obje<fls  fb  empty  and  uninterefling,  that^ 
to  a  wife  man,  the  purfuit  thereof  is  a  real  piinifhraent. 

This  depravity  not  only  prevails  amongft  the  common  throng/ 
hut  often  fpreads  its  infatuating  influence  over  thofe  of  Ibperior 
alulities,  and  from  whom  fuch  evident  marks  of  folly  ought  not  to 
have  been  expe<fled. 

We  find  forae  men,  whofe  capacities,  had  they  been  properly 
cultivated,  might  have  fixed  them  as  ftars  in  the  moral  world; 
have  wafted  their  talents,  and  employed  their  time  in  an  unpro- 
iiiahle  round  of  purfuits  beneath  the  notice  of  an  immortal  mind. 
They  have  confidered  wealth,  honour,  or  fame,  as  the  moft  valu¬ 
able  poffeftions.  Thefe  arc  the  Gods  before  whom  they  fall  down 
and  worfhip,. till  death  diflblves  the  charm  and  difclofes  the  fatal 
deception. 

He  who  makes  wealth  his  fummum  honutn^  and  who  feeks  with 
extended  arms  to  grafp  more  than  he  can  |K>flibly  poflefs,  is  en* 
R3ged  in  a  vain,  unprofitable  labour,  a  labour  only  terminated  by 
death.  His  anxiety,  and  imaginary  wants,  increafe  the  defire  of 
Accumulating  in  proportion  to  the  enlargement  of  his  poflefCoBS, 
pike  the  third  of  a  raging  fever,  which  is  only  increafed  ly  drink* 
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gain  the  laurels  of  fime,  will  find  in  the  end  that  he'  is  piirfuing. 
piiantoins,  which  will  elude  his  utmoll  grafp,  and  aiford  nothing 
but  vexation  and  difappoininient.  Or,  if  he  is  an  hour  in  polTei* 
fion  of  It,  after  years  of  jrainful  labour  to  obtain  it,  he  has  no  fe. 
curity  of  its  continuance.  "1  he  next  adverfe  gale  of  fortune  mav 
waft  a  vay  the  airy  bubble,  or  compeiitioii  fnaich  it  from  him  for 


ever. 


If  we  mix  with  the  world,  and  inlerell  ourfelvcs  with  its  pur- 
fuits  and  boatled  pleafures,  the  empiinefs  thereof  will  proclaim 
their  infiifficiency  to  afford  happincls.  And  if  we  engage  in  affairs 
or  public  concernment,  wc  Ihall  meet  with  difpute,  contrariety  of 
feniiincnt,  and  oppofaion  on  every  hand.  I'he  fidly  of  delufivc 
hopes  and  fears,  the  din  of  grav  e  imp>crtincnce,  and  the  clamour 
of  miOuided  tongues  will  dilUirb  our  repofe.  Slander,  •  v\iih  a 
thoufand  tongues,  will  atiack  our  characters,  and  envy,  with  her 
envenomed  tooth,  will  endeavour  it)  dellroy  the  vitals  of  oar 
peace.  Our  actions  will  be  vaiioully  interpreted  by  the  various 
deligns  and  artifices  of  men,  and  our  hell  intentions  mifteprefented. 
If  we  make  u(e  of  the  moll  pniHeiuial  means,  to  accomplifh  the 
mull  afeful  piirpofes,  we  (hall  find  numerous  oppofers  of  oiir  de* 
figns,  and  he  looked  uptin  by  many  with  an  evil  eye.  If  we  en¬ 
gage  t»u  the  llde  of  religion  and  virtue,  by  endeavouring  to  free  the 
n»iinh>  of  men  from  falfe  prejudices,  and  errors  which  antiquity, 
cuHoni  an<l  example,  have  finctified  with  the  name  of  truth,  wc 
are  chargetl  N>ith  iatroilncing  new  opinions,  tending  to  unfetlle  the 
minds  of  men,  and  with  being  enemies  to  truth  itlHf.  Ignorance 
and  rnpeilliiion  will  iheu  alfault  us  w'iih  their  united  forces,  and 
the  fury  of  iinnaiilonaicd  zealots  will  bur  (I  upon  us.  from  every 
quarter.  . 

From  this  curforv^vlew  of  the  (late  of  mankind  it  ap|>ears,  that  ^ 
little  true  li  ippiuefs  is  to  he  fi»und  in  the  public  w’alks  of  life. 
AVhere  then  are  we  to  feck  it,  is  the  important  qucftioii?  in  foli- 
tude,  fays  the  voice  of  reafon.  We  are  formed  by  the  great  Au¬ 
thor  of  our  exiftence  for  happinefs;  we  are  foriiifhed  with  capaci¬ 
ties  and  |>ow’crs  capable  of  attaining  it. 

But  the  reafon  why  fuch  multitudes  arc  unhappy,  is  bcciO^ 
they  puifue  means  dcllruelive  of  that  end,  or  feek  it  where  it  w 
not  to  he  found.  As  we  are  rational'beings,  endued  with  apow* 
er  of  choice,  and  fufcepiible  of  intclleclual  plcafure  and  ptia,  i* 
ought  to  be  our  care  to  feck  the  one  and  avoid  the  other;  and  i* 
immortality  is  llamped  upon  our  frame,  the  pleafares  of 
lenfe  ought  never  to  be  fet  in  competition  with  tbofe  ihet 
eternal.  The  days  alotted  us  on  earth  are  lb  uncertain)  that** 
iieceli'arily  becomes  the  truly  wife  and  confiderare,  to  prepare 
.that  gieat  event  which  fixes  our  edate  for  ever.  lu  order  to 
tain  that  h  ippy  fercniiy  wherein  the  mind  looks  foi*ward  w’iibu®^B 
horror,  and  anticipates  futurity  with  the  emotions  of ^  **  I

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|)fnni;in,  Commune  with  bis  own  hearty  and  be  flill;  Acquaint

he  retires  from  the  commotions  of  life,  into  hts.owii  hetrt^ 
th'jre  he  may  lilently  attend  to  the  ftill  fmall  voice  which  pro« 
cLilms  ill  the  ears  of  the  (bill,  This  is  the  way^  walk  in  it,**  If 
he  iurve>s  ihe  amazing  fcenc  of  nature  that  is  fpread  around  him, 
auA  ii]vedigates  its  wonders,  he  can  never  want  a  fubjcdl  whereon 
i )  cin])loy  his  contemplations  with  profit  and  delight.  All  nature 
1>  one  great  temple  of  ficred  omnil’cience;  and  from  every 
ap.iitment  of  it  a  door  Is  opened,  through  which  ihe  grateful  tri« 
1). lie  of  adoration  and  mental  praife  may  afcend  to  its  glorious 
Author.  The  heavens,  with  all  their  radiant  hofl,  fpeak  forth 
the  fniguage  of  eternal  praife,  and  all  the  different  parts  of 
the  univerfe  confpicuoufly  declare  the  hand  that  formed  them  to 
be  divine. 

'file  earth,  the  air,  and  the  waters  are  replete  wkh  objcdls  that 
iileiuly  invite  us  to  contemplate  them,  and  point  to  him  by  whom 
tlj*  y  were  created.  - 

'fhey  manifrfl  his  power  and  wifdom  in  their  exiftence,  and 
forinatioii;  and  the  happinels  they  enjoy  proclaims  that  univerial 
go  jdncfs  which  is  the  mod  endeanng  attribute  of  the  Deity.  The 
whole  creation  feels  the  rich  difplays  of  his  goodnefs  and  mercy; 
n;ul  fiiblills  by  that  providence  whole  energy  fullains  the  fpidcr, 
ili  u  floats  along  the  air  on  its  imperceptible  thread,  as  well  as  the 
])lancts  in  their  refpeclive  orbits. 

Happy,  therefore,  is  that  man,  whole  affetdions  are  weaned 
from  the  indulgence  of  fenfuality,  and  who  afpires  after  the  more 
refined  intelleidual  pleafures,  ariling  fVoin  a  contemplation  of  the 
creator  in  ihefe  his  lower  works.  The  more  he  rcfle<Jts  on  the  di« 
vine  aitrihiites  and  perfeidions  roanifellcd  in  the  wife  oeconomy  of 
nature  and  of  providence,  the  more  difengaged  he  will  be  from 
the  purfuits  of  vanity  ;  and  his  affections  will  be  fixed  on  the  mod 
enduring  riches.  He  avoids  the  table  of  excels,  the  diflipations 
of  idlenefs,  the  contentions  of  gracelefs  zealots,  with  all  the  empty 
firife  of  words,  and,  retiring  within  himfclf,  finds  1  pure  and  ra^ 
tianal  fatisfaCtion.  He  is  nut  ambitious  to 

Shine  in  tJ^e  box^  and  fparkle  in  the  ringf 
to  mix  in  the  fplendid  circle  of  human  grandeur  ;  but  takes  a  fii- 
jjcrior  delight  in  the  walks  of  folitude  and  peace.  When  his  Ibul 
afeends  to  the  facred  monnt  of  Icrene  contemplation,  from  that 
more  elevated  fpot  he  beholds  the  llippery  paths  of  lerreftial  great- 
nefs—  feas  of  glafs  mingled  with  fire/*  and  looks  down  to  pity 

kings,**  Surrounded,  as  monarchs  are,  with  all  the  pageantry  of 
date,  ail  the  pompous  glare  of  earthly  dignity,  the  crown  lears 
the  brows  it  encircles,  with  piercing  anguilh.  Their  Iftuation  is 
often  lefs  happy  than  that  of  their  meanclt  fiibjecls.  Their  crown 
i^  interwoven  with  thorns,  and  their  Hate,  a  llAte  of  fpltodU 
ruifety. 


But 


be  who  is  a' ftranger  to  tliofe  difquietudes  which  fill  the 
breads  of  princes,  and  is  unconnedled  with  the  cares  of  public  life; 
who  is  conientt*d  in  the  fphere  wherein  providence  has  placed 
him,  is  the  lonely  partaker  of  fubflantial  liappinefs.  No  corrod. 
ing  cares  to  rufUe  his  mind,  or  fniitlefs  anxiety  to  difeompofe  his 
jpirits,  he  palfes  in  pleafing  contemplation  the  alotted  hours  of 
life,  and,  with  chriftian  relignalion,  waits  the  happy  moment  that 
ihall  remove  him  from  the  vicillltudes  of  time  to  the  permanent 
joys  of  eternity.  ^

^^niiOUGH  it  is  an  eafy  matter  to  find  a  flick  to  beat  a  dog,  yet 
X  to  bailinado  great  men  with  diferetion,  is  a  tafk  that  requires 
fome  thought  and  finefTe;  for,  as  every  porter  can  talk  grofs  ribaldry 
amongd  women,  fo  every  fcribler  can  write  treafon  or  feurrility 
againd  his  fiipcriors  :  hut,  in  either  cafe,  it  requires  a  certain  de¬ 
licacy,  and  niaderly  addrefs,  to  wrap  up  foul  meanings  in  clean 
linen,  and  clothe  the  ranked  ideas  in  the  mod  decent  garb  of  ex- 
])redion.  Perfons  who  fncceed  in  thefe  arts,  never  fail  of  grow¬ 
ing  admired  writers,  and  pleafing  companions,  the  town  being  al¬ 
ways  tickled  with  artful  lewdnefs,  and  courtly  •inve<dive  but 
broad  olifccnity,  and  unguarded  fcandal,  offend  the  loofefl  de¬ 
bauchees,  and  mod  inveterate  malcontents  :  for  this  reafon,  Ver- 

gy  meets  with  applaufe,  for  what  C - d  defeives  a  cudgel;  and 

no.hody  pities  IV- -g — y  in  the  King's-bench,  though  Junius  is  read 
with  admiration. 

The  great  fccret,  therefore,  of  political  railings  is  to  inveigh 
without  nauleatiiig,  and  to  grumble  fecurely  in  defiance  of  the 
law,  which  is  the  mvdcrv  into  which  1  mean  to  initiate  modern 
political  writers. 

In  order  to  this,  it  will  be  necefiary  to  review  the  feveral  modes 
of  fcandal,  which  have  obtained  in  all  the  diflTerent  ages  of  the 
world. 

The  fird  and  moft  ancient  is  the  allegorical,  which  has  often 
been  made  nfe  of  to  convey  finart  things  againfl  courts,  and  court- 
favourites,  with  great  fuccefs  ;  for,  the  ambiguity,  or  donWe 
tCKflre  of  a  fable,  raifes  the  curiolity  of  every  reader,  to  diicoyer 
the  fecret  ding  which  it  contains  ;  and  gratifies  his  fpleeii  with 
uncommon  fatisfaclion,  when  it  is  difeovered.  Befides,  here  ii»® 
eternal  recoiirfe  for  {lander  to  the  moll  malignant  author,  even  of 
the  flowed  invention.  W’hat  difficulty  is  there  in  metatnorpho- 
bng  a  grave  minifler  of  (late  into  a  wily  fox,  fet  over  a  flock  of 
Iheep,  to  guard  them  from  wolves  ;  but,  inflead  of  that,  intend¬ 
ing  nothing  but  their  deflrut^ion,  and.  worrying  them  to  death? 
In  the  fame  maniter,  and  with  no  lefs  cafe,  a  courtier  will 
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a  good  fpaniel,  fawning  upon  his  mailer  for  a  hone  oi*  a  cruft  of 
bread  ;  by  which  no-body  will  fail  to  underftan^M^  penfion  or 
place  :  the  lion  in  ihe"  foreft  will  do  very  well  for  the  king,  and 
tile  jack-call  for  his  chief  favourite.  The  fame  may  be  done  with 
biiils,  or  fifli,  or  even  inanimate  things,  whom  authors  have  full 
liberty,  upon  ihefe  occafions,  to  endue  with  the  gift  of  fpeech# 
Or  if  this  method  is  too'common,  there  is  another  fort  of  allego* 
1)  Ids  trite,  viz,  the  transforming  the  virtues,  vices,  and  paftiohs 
(•!'  mankind,  into  imaginary  perfons,  and  making  them*  talk  and 
act  in  fuch  a  manner  as  the  great  ones,  whom  they  would  expole, 
are  laid  to  do.  Thus  ambition  may  be  reprefen  ted  in  concert 
uiih  avarice,  grandeur,  and  luxury,  debating  how  to  enflave  a  na¬ 
tion  ;  and  may  be  plucked  from  the  throne  w’hich  he  had  ufurp- 
t\l,  by  virtue,  liberty,  and  religion. 

Another  mode  of  political  fatire,  is  the  ironical  or  mock  panegy¬ 
ric.  This  too  is  of  very  ancient  date,  but  not  fo  commonly  ufed 
as  it  has  been  of  late.  Several  of  the  Roman  and  Grecian  orators 
made  ufe  of  it  in  their  public  harangues  to  the  people  ;  and  the 
rpeetli  of  .Mark  Antony,  in  Shakefpeare,  upon  the  death  of  Cajfar, 
i^  an  admirable  fpecimen  of  this  fort  of  defamation,  and  of  the  in- 
linence  which  it  naturally  obtains  upon  the  minds  of  the  populace. 
Afitony  knew  that  Brutus  was  too  popular  a  man  for  him  to  tra¬ 
duce  in  an  open  manner  ;  he  alfo  knew,  that  the  people  were  top- 
lenfible  of  the  opprelfions  which  Caefar  had  exercifed  ovjor  them,, 
to  revenge  the  death  of  fuch  a  tyrant  without  art  and  manage¬ 
ment  ;  and  therefore  he  craftily  begins  bis  oration  with  a  plau-v 
lible  encomium  upon  Brutus  and  the  other  alTallins,  often  repeat- 
iog  that  theyvjere  honourable  men^  and  at  the  fame  time  inlinuates, 
how  well  Caefar  had  deferved  at  their  hands,  and  how  unfuftly 
they  had  llain  him  ;  then  telling  the  people,  that  Caefar  had 
made  them  his  heirs,  he  ftops  Ihort  on  a  fudden,  and  recolle^a 
hiinfelf  thus  ; 

I  fear  1  wrong  the  honourable  mcn^ 

W  hofe  daggers  have  dabbed  Caefar— 

Upon  which  the  fage  mob  exclaims,  They  honourable  men? 
Villains,  traitors,  murderers,  we’ll  be  revenged— Hoi  brands,  fire¬ 
brands  !  down  with  the  traitor’s  houlcs.” 

Under  this  head,  I  Ihall  preferibe  a  rule  or  two,  proper  to  be 
ohlervcd  by  all  ironical  defamers. 

Firft,  as  there  is  no  man  in  the  world  who  nas  not  ibine 

faults  ;  and,  as  every  man,  how  bad  (aever,*  has  (bmc  virtues  % 
3ke  a  peculiar  care  not  to  praife  any  one  for  good  qualities  which' 

IP  is  thought  to  poftefs,  but  dwell  entirely  upon  thofe  which  be 
s  known  to  want.  By  this  means,  you  cannot  fail  of  having  yo«r 
;riinace  underftood,  and  of  raifing  the  majigoant  gria.of.your 
“caders. 

The 


The  fame  rule  will  hold  good,  if  you  would  lafh  the  times  ;  if 
the  nation  is  engaged  in  a  war,  extol  the  general  peace  and  tran¬ 
quillity  which  reigns  in  it  ;  if  money  and  provifions  are  fcarce, 
thank  God  and  the  government  for  the  plenty  vihich  it  enjoys ; 
if  any  other  nation  outwits  it  in  a  treaty,  commend  the  policy  of 
its  minifters';  or  if  a  battle  is'loft,  cry  up  the  c'ondu(^l  of  its  gene¬ 
rals.  In  Ihort,  whatever  be  the  flate  of  the  public,  always  make 
that  the  fubjecl  of  your  panegyric  which  other  people  complain 
of;  for,  at  all  feafons,  and  in  all  governments,  there  will  be  mat¬ 
ter  for  complaint  to  thofe  whofc  conditution  or  iiitered  inclines 
them  to  be  difeontented. 

.  Secondly,  If  you  find  it  necefiary  to  banter  any  public  proceed¬ 
ing,  which  is  gentr.dly  applauded,  never  forget,  in  your  ludicrous 
approbation,  to  give  it  another  turn,  and  infill  upon  fuch  topics  as 
will  create  jealoufy  in  the  minds  of  men,  and  difgufl  them  agaiafl 
thofe  who  undertake  it.  In  cafe  of  a  war,  though  ever  fo  necefla- 
rv  or  unavoidable,  reprefent  it  as  the  effecd  of  a  noble  fpirit,  that 
delights  ill  danger  and  knight  errantry,  in  quelling  foreign  tyrants, 
and  freeing  foreign  nations,  without  any  felfifh  regard  to  domefllc 
confiderations.  If  peace  be  negotiated,  fet  forth  the  advantages 
of  living  in  cafe,  indolence,  and  an  heroic  contempt  of  the  concerns 
of  the  world  ;  magnify  the  terms  of  ])aci(icatiou,  and  add  to  them 
articles  which  were  never  propofed. — In.  other  cafes,  you  cannot 
fail  of  applying  the  fame  rule. 

.  LafUy,  The  ironical  flile  may  be  of  fervice  on  the  greatefl  oc» 
cafions,  and  ferve  to  ridicule  the  mod  folemn  things;  and  notori* 
ous  truths,  if  fome  fantaflical  exprefTions  are  but  put  in  the  potn* 
})ous  eulogium,  or  foine  ambiguous  words  printed  in  figniiicaHt  Ita; 
lie  characters. 

I  r.ow  proceed  to  another  mode  of  political  (candal,  namely, 
the  hidorical,  which  is  much  more  modern  than  any  of  the  reft, 
and  is  at  preleni  much  in  vogue.  How  inany  naughty  great  men 
liave  been  lafljed  through  the  ficles  of  Catiline,  Julius  Cscjar,  Ma¬ 
rius,  lord  Bacon,  and  others  ?  T  iiere  is  fcarce  a  charadler 
quiiv  remarkable  for  pride,  avarice,  corruption,  or  ambition,  vvhicb 
has  not  been  drawn  ibrih  in  the  blackeft  colours,  and,  by  the  ad¬ 
dition  of  modern  incidents,  adapted  to  fome  of  our  cotcmporan«* 

It  ought  to  be  ohferved  by  all  perfoiis,  who.  defire  to  fucceed  in 
this  an,  that  they  need  not  be  very  nice  in  failing  their  charadlfi^ 
and  drawing  their  parallels  :  if  they  do"  but  pitch  upon  fome  vil¬ 
lain  of  note  in  hiflory,  they  may  add  what  vices  they  plcafe,  W) 
make  the  original  compleai  ;  on  the  other  hand,  if  the  ancient 
rogue  has  ever  fo  iminy  vices,  which  the  modern  one  was  never 
charged  with,  yet  where  a  reader  has  conceived  an  ill  opinion  ® 
the  man,  he  will  believe  any  thing  that  can  l>e  fuggelled  of 
.and 'being  prepofTelTcd  that  he  is  very  bad,  will  proceed  to  believe 
him  wesic  than  he  is.  It  Is  a  good  ob&i  vatiop  of  lord  Cl3rend«e» 
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**  that  accafed  pcrfons  arc  commctily  charged  with  more  thaa 
the  worft  men  ever  committed.*^ 

The  categorical  mode  is,  when  an  author  deicants  upon  the 
hrinoufne(s  of  public  crimes  and  conniptions,  and  determines  what 
are  fiich  in  princes  or  liatefnien,  with  broad  infinaatfons  Igainft 
the  great  mea  of  his  own  countiy,  and  the  prefent  age. 

The  hypothetical  mode  begins  with  an  If,  and  ends  whh  a 
claration  of  what  public  minifters  deferve  from  the  people^  fuppo- 
iing  them  to  be  guilty  of  fuch  and  fuch  enormities. 

'I  he  lying  mode,  which  is  fomewhat  like  the  ironical,  confiftf 
[after  having  fet  forth  the  blacknels  of  corruption,  and  thepuni/h* 
iiient  whicli  it  deferves)  in  a  pofitive  affirmation,  that  our  prefent 
minifters  arc  guilty  of  none  of  the  crimes  befbre^mentioned  ;  and 
ill  a  ibieniTi  thankfgiving  for  our  bapptnefs  under  fo  wife  and  ho¬ 
ned  an  adminiflration. 

1  he  next  mode  I  (ball  mention  is,  the  foreign  mode,  which 
feems  entirely  a  modem  inverition  ;  for  I  do  not  remember  one 
indance  of  it  amongil  the  ancients.  This  mode  is  a  fufficient 
guard  for  the  mod  licentiousdnvecdive  againfi  any  ^vernroeni,  by 
doling  it  with  a  cautious  declaration,  that  what  has  been  faid  has 
no  relation  to  our  own  times  and.  nation,  but  only  regards  what  bit 
happened  in  former  reigns,  and  in  other  countries. 

I'he  lad  and  mod  ufoful,  is  the  fi(ditk>us  mode,  W^ch  alarms 
the  apprehendons  of  mapkind  with  imaginary  dangers,  and  deiigns 
of  the  author’s  own  invention.  This  mode  has  one  peculiar  ad¬ 
vantage  above  the  red,  as  it  gains  the  autlior  the  reputation  of  re¬ 
moving  ibofc  dangers,  which  had  never  any  foundation  ;  and  diC* 
appointing  thofe  defigns,  which  never  entered  into*  any  other 
man’s  head ;  fuch  as,  for  indance,  making  Great  Bcitain.  a  pro* 
vince  to  Hanover,  or  fubje^irvg  it  to  a  military  power,  or  fu|ipre& 
fmg  the  liberty  of  the  prefs,  or  any  other  fuch  terrible  defjgn. 

It  would  be  eafy  to  invent  other  modes  pf  railing  at  govern¬ 
ment  :  but,  in  my  opinion,  the  above  are  fufficient  to  fet  up  any 
Iierfon  of  the  lead  common  fenfe  in  that  trade,  and  to  carry  him 
through  it  with,  applaufo  and  impunity.  S.  R,

Waters;  he  avows  his  having  deceived 
her.  and  threatens  her  with  his  revenge 
h  Ihe  expoics  him  to  Sophia;  which, 
not  itlnianding,  Ihe  leaves  him  with  a 
d.ciar  •:ii,u  that  Ihe  will  do.  Lady 
Dove  I’ctids  iier  maid  to  Paterfon  to  ap 
poi  It  a  meeting  in  tnc  garden,  whither 
young  Belticld  had  ventured  in  hopes  of 
Jiicctiiig  Sophia :  to  him  Lady  Dove  en¬ 
ters  and  fpeaks  with  much  fondnefs: 
hollicid  endeavours  to  engage  Lady  Dove 
in  his  favour,  by  promiling  to  keep  this 
Tecret  which  chance  had  thus  put  in 
Ills  power  :  he  permits  the  lady  to  re¬ 
tire,  and  afterwards  meets  Sophia,  who 
liaving  been  undeceived  by  Lucy,  re¬ 
ceives  him  very  affetfkionately.

Sir  Benjamin, 
nuM  illiiig  to  own  he  is  fo  abfolutely  con* 
trooled  by  his  wife,  as  not  to  be  allowed 
ti>  llir  abroad  without  her  confent,  fuf- 
hrs  the  captain  to  fend  his  fervant  for 
his  coat  and  wig.  The  Lady  meeting 
hiiu,  forbids  him  to  bring  them,  and 
filtering,  a  humorons  feene  enfuei  be¬

Young  Belfield  contrives  to  obtain  a- 
not  her  interview  with  Sophia,  whofe 
doubts  having  been  entirely  removed 
by  Lucy,  gives  him  a  molt  favourable 
reception;  he  recommends  Violetta, 
whole  iituation  la  Goodwill's  cavern 
cannot  be  fuppofed  very  agreeable,  to 
her  protetftion,  and  fpeaks  of  her  in 
luch  terms  as  awaken  Sophia's  jealoafy ;

At  their 
next  interview  flic  treats  him  with  all 
the  dlfdain  natural  from  fuch  afuppofi- 
tion,  and  he,  ignorant  of  the  cauie  of 
tbit  alteration  in  her  behaviour,  and 
fnppiding  from  what  Ihe  lets  fall,  that  • 
it  arifes  from  the  waimth  of  Violetca'a 
gratitude  to  him,  leaves  her  in  a  rage  | 
at  what  he  thinks  her  ill  grounded  fof- 
picion.

My  Lady  enters  while  they  are  • 
engaged ;  and  young  Bclfieid.  who  per¬ 
ceives  inftantly  the  caufe  of  the  kui|^t*s 
condmfl,  conceals  bis  tnanifeft  cowardice, 
and  agrees  to  aik  the  Lady's  pardon, 
privately  hinting  to  him  his  folly,  .If  he 
now  fulfers  himfelf  to  \jy  any  longer  • 
henpeckt.  Sir  Benjamin  follows  his  ad« 
vice,  and  having  brought  his  Lady  on 
her  knees  to  obtain  pardon  for  pelt  of¬ 
fences,  keeps  tip  an  abfolute  anthority* 
over  her  during  the  reft  of  the  piece. 

The  elder  B^field  |>urfuing  Lucy  Wav 
ters,  with  whom  he  is  highly  exaCjpera* 
ted,  Ihe  puts  herfelf  under  tlie  proteiftion 
of  Philips  who  leads  her  into  his  father's 
cavern.  Belfield  oflering  to  enter  by 
force,  Philip  oppofes  him  t  they  fight t 
the  clafhing  of  their  fwords  alarms  Cap¬ 
tain  Iroiifides,  who  entering  at  thefiinse 
time  with  Paterfon,  from  another  part 
of  the  ftsjg;e,  parts  them.  Iron  tides  feta 
bvfure  hii  nephew  the  bafenefs  of  hit 
condntft  in  fuch  reproachful  terms,  that 
Paterfon  is  again  obliged  to  interpofe. 

The  obligation  Sir  Benjamin  waa  oa* 
der  to  young  Bclfieid  coiud  not  reftrain 
him  from  prefering  the  elder  brother 
to  the  Yonnger  for  a  fon*inlaw«  and  So* 
phia  ftill  fuppofing  him  tue  Kaftwnd  of 
Violetta,  relutlantly  confeats  to  her 
father's  choice.

ftace  what  had  occurred  to  them  ia  fup- 
port  of  that  objection.  Accordingly  Bfr 
David  Rae»  for  the  pannel,  had  a  very 
ingenious  pleading  of  about  aa  hour 
and  a  half  in  length.  He  was  anfwered 
by  Mr  llay  Campbell  and  Mr  follicftor 
general,  who  with  great  ability  fupponed 
the  jurirdii^tion  of  the  court ;  the  firft  la 
a  fpeech  of  above  an  hour,  the  fecond 
in  one  of  about  three  quarters.  The  re¬ 
ply  for  the  pannel  was  made  by  Mr  Joha 
Dalrymple,  in  a  nioft  learned,  ingenioaf 
and  fpirited  fpeech  of  about  an  hour 
and  a  quarter.  It  ia  impoiCblc  to  give 
you  any  tolerable  abftradt  of  theie  ela* 
borate  and  mafterlv  pleadings.  StdBca 
it  to  fay,  that  Prchdent  Baifonr,  Lord 
Stair,  a  manufeript  of  ona  Weltwoad  a 
Scots  lawyer,  and  the  a<ft  of  parliamenc 
1681,  were  principally  fonndied  oa  for 
the  pannel  The  laws  of  Englaad,  asi 
in  particular  tbofe  of  France,  ,ver«, 
with  gred^  propriety,  alfo  broagbt  Into 
the  field.  Sir  George  M'XeaMb  Lead 
Banktop,  and  a  roanuferint  ef  one  Klag 
a  Scots  lawyer,  were  chiefly  foonded  aa 
for  the  profecutors.
